Attorney McElroy which g-uided Breed 
in his decision : 


"In reply to 'your communication I 


will state that Section 40 of the Char- 
ter of the City o£ Oakland, declares as 
follows : 


" 'Every demand must, before it can 


be paid, be presented to the Auditor to 


j be approved, who shall satisfy, himself 
' whe.ther thremeiseswie legally dye and. 
remains unpaid, and whether the pay- 
ment thereof from the Treasury of the 
city is authorized by la.w and out of 
what fund.' 


"The rates fixed by Resolution o£ the 


City Council, adopted May 31, 1904, 
cannot be enforced at present, owing, to 
temporary 
injunction issued by the 


Circuit Couvt of the United States, in 
action entitled, 'Contra Costa Water 
Company vs. City of Oakland et al.' 
Consequently, 
your 
action in above 


matter cannot be governed by 
said 


named Resolution. 


"The bills that have been approved 


by the Board of Public Works and the 
Board of Police, and Fire Commission- 
ers, -were lor water furnished during 
the month of July, 1904, to the City of 
Oakland, and. the Contra Costa Water 
Company is entitled to the reasonable 
value thereof, and as the rates attempt- 
ed to be established by Resolution of 
the City Council, adopted, May 31, 1904, 
cannot rule your action in the matter 
of approval or rejection of said bills, 
in your capacity as Auditor, it is your 
duty to determine what is the reason- 
able value of the water so furnished. 


'The question of reasonable rates is 


.now before the courts and in the ab- 
sence of a decision from a. court of final 
resort^I would advise, considering the 
great difficulties incident to this mat- 
ter and under all the circumstances, 
that the above bills be audited. 


"I would advise, however, that you 


order said bills paid under protest and 
the form of the protest may be in the 
word 3 as follows: 


" 'Bills against the City of Oakland 


for witer furnished by the Contra Cos- 
ta Water Company to the City of Oak- 
land, during the month of July 1904, 
are pa^ed an-1 approved and ordered 
paid this day under protest and said 
bills are orered paid- and approved by 
reason of temporary Injunction issued 
in action, entitled. "Contra Costa Wa- 
ter Company vs. City of Oakland, et 
al.," now pending in the Circuit Court 
of the "United States, restraining the 
enforcement of. water rates fixed by 
resolution of Council of the City of 
Oakland, adopted May 31, 1904." 


Auditor Breed had the following to 


say regarding the above opinion which 
he received from City Attorney McEl- 
roy: 


"The matter of the payment of the 


July water bills has been a subject of 
considerable research and consultation 
between Mayor Olney, City Attorney 
McElroy and myself. 
City 'Attorney 


McElroy has>giver, me the opinion which 
I. have handed you. The Mayor is of the 
same opinion as the City Attorney that 
it is my legal duty to pay the water 
bills but under protest. The Mayor has 
requested that he be permitted to draw 
a pjrotest a little stronger than the one 
submitted by the City Attorney.

The Cost of Living 


The Democrats have again liftt d up their voices in the quadrennial 


chorus about the increased cost of living under Republican rule. They 
say everything costs more than it did in the palmy days of low tariff.' 
low wages and hard times. They insist that protection is permitting 
•the tariff gorgons to eat up the fanners and artisans. 


It is strange what a hold this doleful cry has on the Democratic 


•imagination. Is it so long ago that the people cannot remember the 
-Democratic era of low taritf and low prices—of the stagnant industry, 
the paralized trade and .the tramping army of idle workingmen? . All 
'of us remember when meat and bi ead were so cheap that the farmer 
'was bankrupted in raising cattle and growing grain, and the working- 
men went hungry because he wa- idle and had no money to buy. 
Measured by dollars and cents, the cost of living was not great then, 
but the living was hard, and hard«-r still to get. Farmers were bor- 
rowing money on mortgages to pay their taxes, while workingmen 
were taking their meals at free soup houses. What did the low cost 
of living mean then to farrrer and artisan? 


It might as well be frankly stated that the farmer cannot get 


.good prices for his wheat, corn, hogs, and cattle without the con- 
sumer being charged a good price for what he eats. The flockmaster 
cannot get a good price for his \\ool unless the clothes are sold for 
good money. The tailor must also receive good wages and his em- 
•ployer a fair profit. The miller, the teamster and the baker must share 
in good prices with the farmer who. grows the wheat. A high level of 
wages for labor cannot be maint; ined without good prices for pro- 
duce, and products cannot be sold for a high price unless the occupa- 
tions of the laborer, the professional man and the tradesman are re- 
.munerative. All are dependent upon each other. A high level ol 
prices must affect all alike, be as manifest in the cost of food and 
rlothes as it is wages and profits. A prosperity is not genuine or last- 
'ing that pinches the producer for the benefit of the consumer, or vice 
versa. 
, 


It has never been contended that protection makes living cheap. 


True protectionists have always derided the gospel of cheapness. "A 
cheap coat generally has a cheap man in it," said President Harrison. 
The relative cost of things and the relative ease of getting them are 
the real standards of measuring policies which touch industrial life 
and domestic economy. 
Protection gives labor employment and 


wages—employment steady and wages remunerative—but it does not 
undertake to give workingmen food and clothes at free trade prices, 
which, in turn, mean a low wage scale. Forfd and clothes represent 
labor as much as steel rails, jackfcrews and steamboats. 
If the car- 


penter gets four dollars a day, the rent of the house he builds will be 
.greater than if he received two dollars and a half a day. The three dol- 
lar a day man cannot make shoes a s cheap as the two dollar a day man 
can, all things being equal. 


Of course, prices are in somt instances forced up to an exorbi- 


tant rate by trust combinations, but the tariff is not responsible for 
that. The meat combine, the Standard Oil Company and the paper 
trust are exacting unfair profits, but an era of free trade and low wages 
would not afford the people any relief. The man who is being charg- 
ed too much for his meat is not benefited by having his wages cut 
down or being turned out of his job. The farmer who is being over- 
charged for his agricultural implements is not relieved when he is 
obliged to sell his wheat at seventy cents a bushel and his potatoes 
at fifty cents a sack. When wool touched the lowest price in the his- 
tory of the country men were everywhere going about with their el- 
bows out. They had no money to spend for coats; the factories were 
idle, and the flockmasters going into bankruptcy. It is the full dinner 
pail that counts, not the comparative cost of filling it. The Repub- 
lican party stands for the full dinner pail and a prosperous agriculture 
to fill it.

State Board of Equalization exhibit a lack of understands g regarding 
the assessment of Alameda county that should not exist. 1 hey are also 
unpleasantly suggestive of a disposition to search for a pretext for 
again raising this county's assessment. Without the slij litest desire 
to reflect on the board, we must say that the attitude of some of its 
members is neither fair nor just to the taxpayers of this co nmunity. 


Property in this county is assessed higher proportion itely than it 


is in San Francisco, and it is as high proportionately as ir any county 
of the State. Why then should our assessment be raise!? 
Judging 


the entire roll of the county by special instances or indiv dual assess- 
ments is neither fair nor businesslike. The general aveiage is what 
should govern. 
If exceptional cases and instances of errors and 


omissions in maJdng up the roll are what the board is looking for, 
they can be found in the assessment roll of every county n the .State. 
When they are picked out in advance to be urged in fav >r of raising 
the assessment of a particular county the proceeding does not smack 
of good faith. 


Theoretically, all property should be assessed precise!) in the same 


proportion. Legally, all property should be assessed at it. actual cash

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value. But it is not always possible to estimate what is th: actual cash Boap3 snou]a be put in dry places. 
value of property, and hence, as a rule, assessments are made in ac- 
cordance with a scale of percentage somewhat lower thsn the actual 
cash value. This rule is practically universal in California, and is 
neither contrary to the spirit of the law nor the rule of j roportion in 
distributing the burden of the cost of government. 
It is not prac- 


ticable to assess all property in exactly the same proport on to actual 
cash value. Neither is it possible to wholly guard again.11 errors and 
omissions in making up the roll. The roll of Alameda county has 
been made up as fairly and correctly as can reasonably le expected, 
and in this respect will stand favorable comparison witl the assess- 
ment roll of any other county in California. Hence, to raise the 
assessment would be an act of injustice akin to spoilatio i. It would 
mean the imposition of an extra burden on the taxpayers o this county, 
a burden both unjust and discriminating.

This discovery is regularly made at the opening of every Presidential 
campaign. It is a good deal of a mare's nest, for it bobs up with too 
much regularity and has been too long a periodical sensation to cause 
much disquiet. The sensations of politicians present the same old 
familiar features that we joyfully recognize in the mother-in-law joke. 


If we understand the situation correctly, Senator Bard received a 


consolation prize at the hands of the San Bernardino Republican 
County Convention, in the shape of a flattering endorsement, while the 
real gootj$ in the form of an Assembly nomination went to a man who 
will vote for either Flint or Oxnard as against Bard. It is doubtful if 
the Senator will find the dose any more palatable for the sweetening.

It is difficult to conceive of a more senseless act of barbarism than 


the burning of the two negroes at Statesboro, Georgia. They had been 
tried, convicted and sentenced to be hanged on the gth of September; 
there is no reason to believe the sentence would not have been carried 
out on that day. Yet in the moment of the law's vindication an infuri- 
ated mob overpowered the guard'- around the courthouse and put the 
two condemned men to torture. In doing so they placed an inefface- 
able stain on the community and placed themselves on the level of 
the lowest order of savages. Such hideous atrocities are not germane 
to the so-called race question; th<-y challenge the existence of civiliza- j 
tion itself, and raise the supreme issue of the ability of society to pro- 
tect itself from all that subverts law, order and humanity.

Democratic brethren in recognising the United States as a world 
power. This will sound much 1 ke treason to the Boston Anti-Im- 
perialist League.

I will expire in December. 
This is the 


biggest of all the Federal plums, but 
it is taken.for granted that unless it is 
understood that Stratton is to be made 
a Federal Judge under the bill that 
Congress may pass at its December 
session, he will be reappointed Col- 
lector. 
Stratton's 
principal opponent 


for the district judgeship, under the bill 
that failed nt the last sesssion, was W. 
C. Van Fleet, ex-Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, -nho was backed by W. F. 
Herrin and the Southern Pacific in- 
fluence.

was 


another candidate, but as Stratton had 
the backing of Perkins, Victor H. Met- 
calf and Congressmen Gillette and 
Daniels, he was supposed to have a 
cinch on the place, if Congress had 
passed the measure. 
But the Presi- 


dent didn't want to go up against an 
appointment in the teeth of a fight just 
before election, so the bill was side- 
track_ed 


If the new Congress passes the meas- 


uie and Stratton gets the job, it is 
understood that William B. Hamilton, 
now Stratton's chief deputy, w i l l be 
made Collector. He would have had 
the place at the time of Btratton's ap- 
pointment had not Bard opposed him; 
but now the breach has been healed, 
and Bard is willing. 


In the matter of the United States 


District Attorneyship, however, things 
are not so serene and certain. 
Mar- 


shall Woodworth is understood to have 
dropped h.s ambition to be District 
Judge under the proposed bill, and to 
be devoting his energies to getting his 
present place under a reappointment.

Congressman Woods still 
dreams of

nothing else to do. 


The position of John C. Lynch, Col- 


lector of Internal Revenue, is not a 
term office, and as Bard hasn't been 
able to get him out before he probably 
will not be able to disturb him now, 
though Lynch is one of the leaders of 
the anti-Bard light. Most of the other 
Federal officials here are holding their 
second terms or have recently been ap- 
pointed and are not so much concerned 
with the present trouble. 


But in the South all the patronage 


will be in the air during the next two 
yeais; and it is all Bard patronage. 
There is Collector of the Port John O. 
Cline, who got the job -.'hen Senator 
Charlie Green vv ell wanted It so badly 
and made Greenwell Bard's enemy. 
Then there Is United States Attorney

In the Bard camp. 
Consequently the 


machine is after him with a big stick. 
The same is true of Register A. J.

SECRETARY FOSTER ASTONISHED. 
"I always supposed that Berkeley was 
one of the healthiest towns in California, 
according to the glowing reports which 
I have received as a member of the State 
Health Board. But what I have heard 
tonlpht .has sadly changed my opinion. 
I will now regard Berkeley as being un- 
healthy, for, a-ccoiding to the superinten- 
dent's report, there are 132 children in 
this town physically incapable of being 
vaccinated—an absurd number. I trust 
that no man with M. D. after his name 
will perjure himself in Issuing these cer- 
tificates. 
But remember. I 
am 
here 
merely to do rry duty and not as a de- 
tective. Gentlemen. I shall be pleased 
to answer any questions you may wish 
to ask."

NEW BUILDING FOR WORK 


IN AGRICULTURE 


Professor C. W. Wood worth Draws 


Plans for a New Structure to 


be Built at the University. 


BERKELEY, August 17.—The plans 


for the new building to house the de- 
partment of entomology of the Agri- 
culture College, at Berkeley have now- 
been completed by Architect Howard, 
assisted by Professor C. W. Wood- 
worth, head of the entomology work, 
and the erection of the structure will 
be commenced at once. The building 
is to be In rough pine, in the style of 
the new Spreckels physiologfial labo- 
ratory. It will be situated between the 
Spreckels building and the present 
agricultural building, and 
will cost 
$5000. 


When completed the building will be 
the only one of its kind on the coast 
and will compare favorably with any 


I entomological laboratory in the West. 
! The building will be two stories in 
heighth and wil! contain on the ground 
floor a. lecture room, with seats for 1000 
students; a silk worm laboratory for 
the experimental culture of silk worms, 
an apiary for bee culture, a cocoonery, 
a spray laboratory 
where 
different 
methods for killing parasitical insects 
will be evolved, and a complete set of 
offices. On the second floor will be an 
insectiary of three 
compartments of 
different temperatures where different 
Insects will be produce'J; a physiologi- 
cal laboratory, an entomological labo- 
ratory, research rooms, an,anatomical 
laboratory and a taxoi omic laboratory.
